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Leaking  Ceilings,  Clogged  Drains  &  Unsafe  Street  Plague  Life  at  21  Edinboro  St. 


Management  Says 
Repairs  Are  on  the  Way, 
But  So  is  Proposed  10% 
Rent  Increase

Residents  of  a  small,  federal¬ 
ly-subsidized  apartment  building 
at  21  Edinboro  St.  are  upset  that 
their  landlord  plans  to  increase 


English  and  Chinese 


rents  for  the  fourth  time  since 
2000,  though  there  are  several 
rooms  with  leaking  ceilings, 
water  damage,  roach  and  rodent 
infestation,  and  non-functioning 
bathroom  drains. 

But  Nena  Price  of  L.E.  Smith 
Management  Company,  which 
manages  the  building,  said  that 
all  needed  repairs  would  be 
made  in  about  three  weeks,  and 
that  the  rent  increase  is  due  to 


rising  costs  of  oil,  insurance,  and 
health  insurance  for  employees. 
(Huey  Lee  is  on  record  as  own¬ 
ing  21  Edinboro  St.  and  tenants 
say  Lee's  son,  Wilson,  is  in 
charge  of  the  building.  He  direct¬ 
ed  calls  to  L.E.  Smith.) 

Though  the  rent  has  been 
increased  over  the  last  four 
years,  said  Price,  it  had  not  been 
raised  at  all  in  the  previous  nine 
years  to  2000. 


According  to  a  spokesperson, 
MassHousing  had  approved  a 
rent  increase  of  20%  in  2000;  9% 
in  2001;  10%  in  2003,  and  is 
reviewing  a  proposal  for  a  10% 
increase  for  this  year. 

But  several  tenants  said  that 
while  the  proposed  10%  rent 
increase  is  of  some  concern,  they 
are  more  frustrated  with  water

Judge  Keith  Long  ruled  on 
Tuesday  that  eight  of  the  nine 
plaintiffs  in  a  lawsuit  that 
would  block  the  proposed  30- 
story  Kensington  Place  build¬ 
ing  have  no  standing  in  the 
case. 

Only  the  Chinatown  art 
gallery  Oni  was  ruled  to  have 
standing  in  the  case  that  chal¬ 
lenges  the  Boston  Zoning 
Commission's  issuing  of  a 
Planned  Development  Area 
designation  for  Kensington's 
tower.  Theater  preservation¬ 
ists,  activists  and  others  hold 
that  the  Planned  Development 
Area  designation  should  not 


Zoning  Suit 

have  been  granted  to 
Kensington  because  the  devel¬ 
oper  lacks  the  required  acre¬ 
sized  development  site. 
Kensington  created  the  acre  by 
including  parts  of  the  streets, 
sidewalks  and  property  of 
another  building.  The  Boston 
Zoning  Commission  voted  to 
grant  the  designation  to 
Kensington  in  December  of 
2003. 

"We're  still  in  the  case,"  said 
attorney  Herbert  Gleason,  who 
represents  the  plaintiffs. 
Though  Gleason  said  he  wasn't 
surprised  by  Judge  Long's 
decision,  he  doesn't  agree  with 
it.  New  plaintiffs  are  expected

Nightmare  on 

Most  people  who  walk  down  Edinboro  Street, 
between  Essex  and  Beach  Streets,  discover  it's  not  some¬ 
thing  they  want  to  do  again,  especially  at  dark.  The 
street  is  intimidating.  In  the  shadows,  people  loitering  in 
clusters  confront  you,  perhaps  for  money,  perhaps  to  sell 
you  drugs.  Residents  of  21  Edinboro  St.  know  this  all  too 
well. 

Many  of  those  residents  are  women  and  many  are 
mothers  with  young  children.  They  fear  entering  and 
exiting  their  apartment  building,  especially  when 
strangers  are  hanging  around  their  door  step. 

This  street,  in  its  current  condition,  is  a  crime  waiting 
to  happen. 

The  combination  of  boarded-up  store  fronts,  surface 
artery  street  work  that  creates  dark  hiding  places  for  the 
homeless  and  drug  abusers,  and  a  lack  of  adequate  light¬ 
ing,  makes  this  section  of  Edinboro  Street  a  scary  place, 
night  and  day. 

Chinatown  leaders,  public  safety  officials,  business 
owners  (both  those  who've  stayed  in  operation  despite 
the  decline  of  the  street  and  those  who've  let  their  stores 
and  restaurants  slip  into  emptiness  and  disrepair),  and 
Turnpike  Authority  officials,  should  meet  to  decide  how 
to  make  this  street  in  transition  safe  again. 

Soon  a  new  Chinatown  park  will  bring  life  and  beau¬ 
ty  next  to  Edinboro  Street,  and  landowners  -  even  the 
few  who've  let  their  buildings  deteriorate  and  blight  the 
area  -  will  see  their  property  values  soar.  But  in 
Edinboro's  time  of  transition,  its  residents,  many  of 
whom  are  likely  to  get  priced  out  of  the  area  once  the 
Chinatown  park  is  built,  should  be  provided  a  safe  home 
and  shouldn't  have  to  feel  their  pulse  quicken  every  time 
they  make  the  dash  to  their  doorstep.

Group  Supports  Ming's 


Chinatown  Youth 


Dear  Editor: 

We,  the  Young  Leaders 
Network,  have  recently 
learned  about  the  impend¬ 
ing  displacement  of  Ming's 
Market,  caused  by  the  pro¬ 
posed  Hamilton  Towne 
Gate  development. 

We  thank  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
for  its  long  term  commit¬ 
ment  to  preserving  our 
cultural  community,  which 
extends  far  beyond  simply 
the  residents  of  the  area. 

As  vested  members  of  the 
community,  however,  we 
are  greatly  concerned 
about  the  potential  loss  of 
this  establishment  and 
would  like  the  city  to 
address  the  issue. 

Ming's  Market  has  been 
a  neighborhood  grocery 
store  for  over  27  years,  and 
has  been  located  at  its  cur¬ 


rent  address  in  the  South 
End  since  1990.  It  was  one 
of  the  first  businesses  to 
move  into  that  area  of  the 
South  End,  and  played  a 
large  role  in  turning  it  into 
the  attractive  area  it  is 
now.  Ming's  Market  is  a 
community-owned  busi¬ 
ness,  owned  by  eight 
minority  shareholders,  six 
of  whom  work  there  full 
time.  The  loss  of  this  mar¬ 
ket  would  put  72  full-time 
employees,  and  over  20 
part-time  employees  out  of 
work.  Many  of  those  who 
would  be  jobless  are 
between  40  and  60  years 
old  and  most  do  not  speak 
English,  making  it  very 
hard  for  them  to  find  new 
employment  opportunities. 

The  removal  of  Ming's 
Market  would  be  an  incal¬ 
culable  loss  to  the  commu¬ 
nity.  As  community  mem¬ 


bers,  we  have  not  been 
included  in  the  planning 
process  of  this  develop¬ 
ment.  After  hearing  the 
projected  plans  for  this 
site,  we  worry  that  the  pro¬ 
posed  luxury  rental  units 
would  be  too  expensive  for 
Chinatown  residents  to 
occupy.  Moreover,  the 
affordable  housing  units 
included  in  the  proposed 
building  are  too  expensive, 
and  too  small  to  support 
low  income  families  living 
on  this  site.  Essentially,  we 
see  this  development  as  a 
project  to  replace  a  cultural 
landmark  with  market  rate 
rental  units  that  would  not 
benefit  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents. 

Therefore,  we  ask  that 
the  BRA  take  into  account 
our  suggestions. 

>  We  ask  that  the  BRA 


support  having  the  first 
floor  of  the  new  building 
be  reserved  as  retail  space 
for  Ming's  Market,  and 
that  the  rent  stay  at  its  cur¬ 
rent  affordable  rate  so  that 
the  market  can  remain  in 
its  current  location. 

>  We  ask  that  the  BRA 
continue  to  encourage  the 
developer  of  the  Hamilton 
Towne  Gate  development 
to  include  community 
input  in  thdir  plans  and 
share  the  stages  of  plan¬ 
ning  with  the  community. 

>  We  ask  that  the  BRA 
encourage  the  Hamilton 
Company  to  provide  a 
timeline  of  the  proposed 
building  process  for  the 
community  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible,  so  that  it  would  be 
possible  to  know  how  long 
Ming's  Market  will  be  dis-

placed  for. 

>  Finally,  we  wish  to 
know  what  the  BRA  is 
doing  to  ensure  the  finan¬ 
cial  well  being  of  Ming's 
employees  if  the  store  clos¬ 
es  and  construction  begins 
on  that  lot. 

We  are  confident  that 
the  BRA  knows  how 
important  Ming's  Market 
is  to  our  community  and 
take  comfort  in  trusting 
that  the  BRA  will  take  the 
proper  steps  to  ensure  the 
full  cooperation  of  the 
Hamilton  Company.

damage,  leaking  ceilings 
and  non-functioning 
drains  -  all  of  which  they 
say  have  been  ongoing 
nuisances. 

The  building  at  21 
Edinboro  St.  has  had  a  his¬ 
tory  of  failing  to  meet 
MassHousing  standards  in 
agency  reviews,  according 
to  public  records. 

Though  rents  were 
increased  in  2000  and  2001, 
the  building  did  not  meet 
agency  standards  for  its 
physical  condition  and  for 
management  practices 
over  those  two  years.  In 
2002,  it  also  failed  to  meet 
standards.  In  2003,  stan¬ 
dards  were  met,  but  this 
year  the  building  failed  to 
meet  standards  for  its 
management  practices. 

During  a  recent  tour  of 
the  12-unit  apartment  com¬ 
plex,  Sampan  reporters 
witnessed  several  top-floor 
rooms  with  ceilings  that 
were  stained  from  water 
damage,  and  one  that 
appeared  to  be  growing 
mold. 

Two  tenants  said  their 
bathtub  drains  are  often 
backed  up  and  sometimes 
waste  water  comes  up 
from  them. 


"When  you're  taking  a 
shower  and  water  comes 
up  on  your  feet,  it's  really 
gross,"  said  Wei  Hong 
Wang,  who  lives  in  the 
building. 

One  resident  who  lives 
in  a  top  floor  apartment 
said  that  earlier  in  the 
year,  the  ceiling  in  her  bed¬ 
room  collapsed  from  water 
damage,  leaving  her  com¬ 
puter,  clothes  and  cell 
phone  ruined.  She  said  it 
took  several  months  for 
the  building's  owner  to 
repair  the  ceiling  and  that 
she  was  never  paid  for  the 
loss,  though  she  was 
allowed  to  skip  a  month  of 
rent  of  $690.  She  estimated 
that  the  total  cost  of  dam¬ 
ages  exceeded  $1,000. 

Several  residents  inter¬ 
viewed  said  that  repairs 
are  often  made  late,  if  at 
all,  and  are  rarely  com¬ 
plete.  Some  tenants  with 
leaking  ceilings  have  buck¬ 
ets  set  out  to  collect  water, 
which  is  sometimes  col¬ 
ored  dark  brown. 

One  tenant  said  that 
when  she  went  to  empty  a 
plastic  tub  that  she  had  set 
out  to  catch  water  drip¬ 
ping  from  her  ceiling,  mos¬ 
quitoes  flew  out  of  the  tub. 

Tenants  who  are  work¬ 


ing  with  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association 
have  urged  the 
Inspectional  Services 
Department  to  conduct  a 
thorough  inspection  next 
Monday. 

Price,  however,  said  she 
didn't  recall  any  tenant 
complaining  about  a 
ruined  computer  from 
water  damages.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  she  said  that  though 
she  remembers  that  water 
damage  did  create  a  hole 
in  one  tenant's  ceiling,  she 
didn't  recall  a  ceiling  col¬ 
lapsing.  Tenants  were 
allowed  to  skip  a  rent  pay¬ 
ment  for  the  damages,  she 
said,  and  the  ceiling  was 
repaired.  Price  added  that 
if  a  computer  was  dam¬ 
aged,  the  building  owner 
would  not  have  been 
responsible. 

"Every  tenant  should 
have  [renters]  insurance," 
said  Price. 

After  the  repairs  to  the 
ceiling  were  made,  said 
Price,  new  leaks  have  been 
found  and  will  be  repaired 
in  the  next  three  weeks 
when  a  contractor  fixes  the 
roof  and  drain  pipes. 

One  reason  the  repairs 
weren't  made  sooner,  said 
Price,  was  because  "the

Stabbing

Li  Wen,  65,  of  Malden 
was  stabbed  multiple 
times  while  working  at 
the  Yue  Lung  shop  at  104 
Tyler  St.  on  Tuesday  at 
4:59  p.m.,  according  to  a 
police  report. 

Wen  was  bleeding 
from  the  right  side  of  his 
chest  and  from  his  neck 
when  Boston  Police  offi¬ 
cers  arrived  at  the  scene. 

He  was  transported  to 
Boston  Medical  Center. 

According  to  a  police 
report,  when  officers 
arrived.  Wen,  who  speaks 
no  English,  was  accompa¬ 
nied  by  Niu  Lang,  who 
also  speaks  no  English. 

The  two  "informed  offi¬ 
cers  with  physical  ges¬ 
tures  that  Mr.  Li  had  been 


stabbed  an  unknown 
number  of  times,"  states 
the  report. 

Through  a  translator, 
Lang  told  officers  that  two 
unknown  black  males, 
each  armed  with  knives, 
had  entered  the  store. 

As  late  as  7:45  p.m.  on 
Tuesday,  police  were  still 
at  the  scene  of  the  crime, 
and  yellow  police  tape 
blocked  off  the  area. 

By  Wednesday  morn¬ 
ing,  police  had  removed 
the  yellow  tape,  and 
passersby  and  workers  of 
nearby  businesses  reacted 
to  the  crime. 

"I  am  not  afraid,  but  I 
should  be  more  careful," 
said  a  Tyler  Street  shop- 
owner,  who  asked  not  to 
be  named.  "The  safety  in 
Chinatown  has  been  a  big 
problem  for  a  long  time," 


he  said. 

A  man  who  identified 
himself  as  Mr.  Liu  and 
works  as  a  cleaner  at  the 
Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  at 
90  Tyler  St.  said  that  he 
was  not  surprised  when 
he  heard  of  the  stabbing. 
Liu  said  his  sister,  who 
works  in  a  hair  salon  on 
Tyler  Street,  was  threat¬ 
ened  with  a  knife  and 
robbed  of  more  than  $100 
last  month.  He  said  he 
hopes  that  the  police 
"could  pay  more  attention 
to  the  safety  in 
Chinatown." 

A  hair  stylist  at  a  Tyler 
Street  hair  salon  nearby 
said:  "I  am  not  afraid 
because  I  still  need  to 
work  hard.  We  all  need  to 
survive  and  work."

roofers  are  really  busy." 

As  for  the  backed-up 
drains.  Price  said,  the  ten¬ 
ants  let  their  hair  clog  the 
drains. 

"The  drain  doesn't  back 
up,"  she  said,  adding  that 
all  the  tenants  who  have 
the  clogged  drains  "have 
long  hair."  Price  also  said 
that  tenants  don't  tell  her 
the  drains  are  clogged 
until  it  becomes  a  problem 
and  that  every  few  months 
the  drains  are  checked. 

Tenants,  however,  said 
that  they  frequently  com¬ 
plain  about  the  clogged 


drains,  which  have  been  a 
problem  for  several  years, 
and  they  even  try  to  fix  the 
problem  themselves  with 
liquid  drain  cleaners. 

"They  don't  thoroughly 
fix  the  problems,"  said 
Karen  Chen  of  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association. 

"From  the  way  that  the 
landlord  has  been  han¬ 
dling  things,"  said  Chen,  "I 
don't  think  they  have  any 
confidence  that  [the  leak¬ 
ing  ceilings]  will  be  fixed 
in  three  weeks." 

In  addition  to  the 
plumbing  and  water  leaks 


inside  the  building,  ten¬ 
ants,  many  of  whom  have 
children,  said  they  fear 
entering  and  exiting  their 
Edinboro  Street  home 
because  homeless  people, 
drug  dealers  and  drug 
users  loiter  the  area  day 
and  night. 

"I  call  9-1-1  almost 
everyday,"  said  Yu-Zhen 
Chin,  when  asked  about 
loiters  outside  her  build¬ 
ing.  A  resident  down  the 
hall  from  Chin  said:  "You 
have  to  learn  kung  fu  to 
live  here."

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Fire  Department,  ISD,  Kensington  Can't  Explain  Why  Gaiety  Not  Yet  Demolished

was  being  told  by  the  fire 
department  and 
Kensington,  which  propos¬ 
es  to  construct  a  30-story 
apartment  tower  at  the  site 
of  the  Gaiety  Theatre  on 
Washington  Street. 

The  case  presided  over 
by  Housing  Court  Judge 
Jeffrey  Winik  began  last 
year  when  the  fire  depart¬ 
ment  filed  a  criminal  com¬ 
plaint  against  Kensington 
for  failing  to  install  a 
sprinkler  system  a  decade 
after  it  was  supposed  to  in 
its  Gaiety  Theatre  building 
at  665  Washington  St.  A 
month  after  filing  the  com¬ 
plaint,  the  Boston  Fire 
Department  agreed  to 
transfer  it  to  civil  court 
provided  Kensington  carry 
out  its  already-planned 
demolition  of  the  theater 
by  March  31  of  this  year. 
But  more  than  seven 
months  later,  Kensington 
still  has  not  applied  for  a 
demolition  permit,  though 
it  had  agreed  to  do  so  by 
January  30. 

"I'm  trying  to  read 
between  the  lines,"  said 
Winik,  after  reading  aloud 
the  agreement  between  the 
Boston  Fire  Department 
and  Kensington  from 
November  of  last  year.  "I 
want  to  know  exactly  what 
it  is  that  is  holding  up  the 
[demolition]  permit,"  he 
said.  "Is  anybody  aware  of 


a  legal  basis  for  refusing  to 
issue  the  permit?" 

After  hearing  that 
Christopher  M.  Mensoian, 
a  city  lawyer  representing 
the  fire  department,  Dana 
Rodin,  a  lawyer  for 
Kensington,  and  John 
Dorsey  of  Inspectional 
Services,  could  not  provide 
a  definite  and  clear  expla¬ 
nation  as  to  why  the 
demolition  permit  had  not 
yet  been  obtained,  Winik 
said:  "Everybody  is  being 
very  coy.  I'm  getting  the 
sense  that  I'm  not  hearing 
everything  that  I  ought  to 
be  hearing." 

Through  the  course  of 
the  hearing,  it  was 
revealed  that  unrelated 
lawsuits  are  currently  chal¬ 
lenging  the  planned 
Kensington  apartment 
tower  and  that  certain 
approvals  are  still  needed 
for  the  building  to  move 
forward,  but  no  one  told 
Winik  of  a  zoning  clause 
that  might  prevent  the 
demolition  of  the  theater 
building.  A  group  of  the¬ 
ater  preservationists  fight¬ 
ing  to  preserve  the  Gaiety 
Theatre  have  long  main¬ 
tained  that  a  zoning  clause 
governing  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District,  where 
the  theater  is  located,  pro¬ 
hibits  the  demolition  of 
theaters  such  as  the  Gaiety. 
Kensington  has  claimed 
the  zoning  clause  doesn't 
apply,  but  Inspectional 


Services,  which  grants 
demolition  permits,  has 
previously  acknowledged 
the  zoning  restriction  and 
that  it  may  prevent  the 
issuing  of  a  demolition 
permit. 

After  asking  whether  or 
not  the  Gaiety  is  a  historic 
building  or  if  other  pend¬ 
ing  litigation  might  be 
stalling  its  demolition, 
Winik  said  he  would  not 
"short-circuit"  the  demoli¬ 
tion  permitting  process. 
(Housing  court  judges  can 
order  a  building  demol¬ 
ished  if  it  is  deemed  a  pub¬ 
lic  safety  hazard;  fire 
department  officials,  how¬ 
ever,  said  the  Gaiety  is  not 
a  fire  hazard.) 

Rodin,  the  lawyer  for 
Kensington,  acknowledged 
that  there  is  other  pending 
litigation  and  that  state 
and  city  historic  preserva¬ 
tion  departments  have 
interest  in  the  fate  of  the 
Gaiety  Theatre. 

While  the  case  presided 
over  by  Winik  has  so  far 
focused  solely  on  the  lack 
of  sprinklers  at  the  Gaiety, 
the  theater  and  its  pro¬ 
posed  replacement,  the 
Kensington  Place  apart¬ 
ment  tower,  have  been 
part  of  a  long  and  compli¬ 
cated  controversy  in 
Chinatown  and  beyond. 
Though  it  is  backed  with 
support  from  City  Hall 
and  some  Chinatown  lead¬ 
ers,  Kensington's  tower  has

from  Chinatown  groups,  a 
few  city  councilors,  and 
theater  preservationists 
who  reject  the  plan  to 
demolish  the  Gaiety, 
which  was  built  in  1908  by 
the  same  architect  who 
designed  the  Wang  and 
the  Colonial  Theatre. 
Several  of  those  critics 
have  filed  lawsuits  to  halt 
the  project  (see  story  on 
page  1). 

At  the  hearing  on 
November  10,  Winik  said 
he  was  unfamiliar  with  the 
other  issues  surrounding 
the  Gaiety. 

Calling  for  another 
hearing  that  will  be  held 
December  3  at  9:30  a.m., 
Winik  requested  an  expla¬ 


nation  as  to  why  no  demo¬ 
lition  permit  had  been 
granted  yet  and  to  hear 
information  from  any  par¬ 
ties  connected  to  the  mat¬ 
ter. 

Kensington  has  been 
planning  to  demolish  the 
Gaiety  for  many  months, 
but  as  of  this  Wednesday 
still  had  not  applied  for  a 
demolition  permit  from 
Inspectional  Services. 

Over  spring  and  sum¬ 
mer,  Kensington  began  the 
pre-demolition  work  of 
removing  asbestos  and 
draining  water  from  the 
basement.  But  by  late  sum¬ 
mer,  Inspectional  Services 
issued  a  stop  work  order 
at  the  theater  because 
Kensington  had  windows 


removed  from  the  building 
without  proper  permitting. 

In  April  of  this  year, 
Matthew  Kiefer,  an  attor¬ 
ney  for  Kensington,  wrote 
a  letter  to  city  and  state 
historic  preservation  offi¬ 
cials  claiming  that  the  fire 
department  "required"  the 
theater  be  demolished  after 
Kensington  had  failed  to 
demolish  the  Gaiety  by  the 
March  31  deadline.  But 
after  fire  department  offi¬ 
cials  denied  this,  Kiefer 
wrote  a  "clarification"  letter 
saying  that  the  fire  depart¬ 
ment  actually  required  a 
sprinkler  system,  not 
demolition  of  the  building. 


City  Attorney  Refuses  to  Disclose  Name 


A  city  attorney,  who  is 
paid  by  city  tax  dollars, 
refused  to  identify  himself 
to  a  reporter  after  a  court 
hearing  involving  an 
ongoing  suit  between  the 
Boston  Fire  Department 
and  Kensington 
Investment  Company. 

Christopher  M. 
Mensoian,  who  works  for 
the  City  of  Boston's  law 
department,  was  repre¬ 
senting  the  Boston  Fire 
Department  in  the  case 
over  Kensington's  failure 
to  install  sprinklers  in  its 
Gaiety  Theatre  building  at 


665  Washington  St. 

Immediately  after  the 
hearing  ended,  Mensoian 
was  asked  several  times  to 
give  his  name,  but  refused 
to  do  so,  saying:  "It's  no 
one’s  business." 

A  court  clerk  who 
overheard  the  requests 
said  that  the  city  attor¬ 
ney's  name  is  "a  matter  of 
public  record." 

When  told  of  the  inci¬ 
dent,  a  lawyer  for  the 
local  branch  of  the 
American  Civil  Liberties 
Union  said  that  no  law 
would  prevent  Mensoian 
from  refusing  to  give  his 


name  to  the  reporter,  but 
to  do  so  is  in  "bad  form." 

Mensoian  has  no 
record  of  discipline  from 
the  Massachusetts  Board 
of  Bar  Overseers. 

When  asked  to  com¬ 
ment  on  Mensoian's 
refusal  to  identify  himself, 
Seth  Gitell,  a  City  Hall 
spokesperson,  said  city 
attorneys  can't  comment 
on  pending  litigation  and 
that  their  identities  are 
public  record.  He  could 
not  comment  because  he 
did  not  witness  the 
exchange.

opened  in  Quincy. 

Chin  said  the  reason  his 
store  has  stayed  successful 
is  because  of  its  location 
and  because  it' s  been  in 
business  for  36  years. 

The  City  Fruit  Co.  on 
Harrison  Avenue  has  seen 
an  increase  in  purchasing 
and  selling  competition 
since  new  stores  have 
opened,  but  there  hasn't 
been  a  drop  in  sales,  said  a 
store  manager. 

Meanwhile,  Simon 
Chan,  a  manager  at  Ming's 
Market  on  Washington 
Street  (which  could  be  dis¬ 
placed  by  a  new  building 
development  proposal  at 
its  site)  said  that  sales  have 
stayed  strong  because  of 
the  area's  growing  Asian 
population. 

"There  is  pressure  of 
competition,  but  the  demo¬ 


graphic  growth  offsets  that 
competition,"  said  Chan. 

Census  numbers 
appear  to  support  Chan's 
assertion.  The  Asian 
American  population  in 
Massachusetts  has 
increased  by  68%  since 
1990,  according  to  the  2000 
Census,  and  nearly  45,000 
Asians  live  in  Boston. 

But  at  least  one  store 
has  felt  the  crunch  of  high 
competition.

The  first  time  I  heard  of 
a  seven  course  beef  menu 
at  Pho2000  in  Dorchester,  I 
was  taken  aback.  I  mean 
who  in  their  right  minds 
would  have  beef  for  seven 
straight  courses?  I  love  a 
good  filet  mignon  as  much 
as  the  next  guy,  but  this  is 
ridiculous! 

Pho2000's  seven  courses 
of  beef  meal  -  named  "bo 
bay  mon"  in  Vietnamese  — 
uses  beef  as  a  primary 
ingredient  in  each  course. 
But  it  does  so  in  a  way  that 
you  don't  feel  like  you're 
being  overwhelmed  by 
beef.  This  seven  course 
wonder  comes  with  gener¬ 
ous  heaps  of  fresh  lettuce, 
carrots,  green  apple  slices, 
mint  leaves,  bean  sprouts, 
basil,  pickled  radish  and 
cucumber  and  plenty  of 
rice  paper  with  hot  water. 
Only  the  freshest  vegeta¬ 
bles  and  ingredients  are 
used  to  make  each  course 
light  and  refreshing. 

This  seven  course  meal 
includes: 

Course  1:  Bo  Nhung  Dam 
(aka  beef  fondue  w/  vine¬

Course  5:  Bo  Nuong  La  Lot 
(aka  beef  grilled  in  "lot" 
leaves)  Beef  marinated  in 
special  oils,  pepper  and 
salt,  wrapped  in  a  fragrant 
purple  and  green  leaf 
called  "la  lot" 

Course  6:  (Cha  Dum  aka 
grilled  beef  meatball) 
Steamed  ground  beef 
mixed  with  salt,  pepper, 
peanuts,  lemongrass  and 
onions  presented  in  a  let¬ 
tuce  "bowl." 

Course  7:  Chao  Bo  (aka 
porridge  w/  minced  beef) 

A  beef  rice  soup  or  a 
Vietnamese  version  of  por¬ 
ridge,  with  yup,  you 
guessed  it  --  beef. 

The  theme  of  the  meal 
is  "do  it  yourself."  You 
cook  the  beef  from  each 
course,  roll  it  up  into  a 
Vietnamese  spring  roll 
with  plenty  of  raw  vegeta¬ 
bles  and  dip  it  into  the  spe¬ 
cial  pineapple  and  shrimp 
paste  flavored  dipping 
sauce.  Sounds  easy  right? 
After  all,  I  am  sure  most  of 
you  have  tried  the  fresh 
shrimp  and  pork  spring 
rolls  at  Vietnamese  restau¬ 
rants. 

During  my  most  recent 
visit  to  Pho2000,  my  dining 
partner  (an  expert  in  the 
ways  of  Vietnamese  cui¬ 


sine),  took  a  slice  of  beef 
and  cooked  it  into  the 
small  hot  pot  of  flavored 
vinegar.  She  then  took  rice 
paper  and  dipped  it  into 
the  hot  water  (as  soon  as 
the  rice  paper  touches  the 
hot  water  it  gives  way  and 
becomes  soft  and  supple 
and  is  easily  manipulated 
into  any  shape  or  size).  She 
then  took  the  delicate  rice 
paper  roll  and  laid  it  out, 
carefully,  onto  the  plate. 
She  rolled  it  all  into  a  nice 
and  neat  spring  roll. 

I  decided  to  follow  suit. 
I  placed  the  cooked  beef  at 
the  end  of  the  round  rice 
wrap  and  added  a  slice  of 
green  apple  and  some  let¬ 
tuce  to  my  plate.  I  then 
started  to  roll  everything 
up  into  the  shape  of  a 
spring  roll.  This  is  where 
my  roll  started  to  fall  apart; 
the  skin  started  tearing  and 
the  raw  vegetables  started 
falling  out.  I  ended  up  hav¬ 
ing  to  stuff  the  rest  of  the 
food  in  my  mouth  before  I 
made  a  bigger  mess. 
Fortunately,  this  process 
becomes  easier  and  after 
the  second  course,  I 
became  a  pro.  (The  secret 
to  the  process  is  that  you 
have  to  work  quickly  and 
to  be  careful  not  to  over¬ 
soak  your  rice  paper). 

"Ha!"  I  proclaimed 
proudly  as  I  held  up  a  per¬ 
fectly  rolled  spring  roll. 

The  courses  at  Pho2000 


come  as  soon  as  the  previ¬ 
ous  one  is  finished. 

By  the  third  course,  I 
exhausted  the  servings  of 
vermicelli,  rice  paper  and 
vegetables.  (Luckily,  the 
option  of  ordering  an  extra 
large  serving  of  vegetables 
is  available  for  $4;  a  small 
serving  is  $2,  the  same 
price  as  vermicelli). 

It  is  preferable,  howev¬ 
er,  to  eat  the  remaining 
courses  without  ordering 
extra  vegetables  and  ver¬ 
micelli. 

Bo  Bay  Mon  at  Pho2000 
is  an  engaging  experience  - 
perfect  for  large  parties. 

The  thought  of  seven 
courses  gives  you  a  sense 
of  urgency  -  that  you  have 
to  try  to  get  through  these 
first  few  courses  and  make 
it  to  the  end  of  the  meal. 
Try  as  you  might,  I  don't 
believe  you  will.

Protect  Your  Home  From  Lawsuits

For  many  of  us,  our 
homes  are  our  most  impor¬ 
tant  and  valuable  asset. 
Our  homes  represent  safe¬ 
ty  and  security.  What 
would  happen  to  your 
home  if  you  were  sued?  In 
certain  circumstances,  if 
you  didn't  have  enough 
money  to  pay  the  judg¬ 
ment  and  you  had  equity 
in  your  house,  you  could 
be  forced  to  sell  your  home 
to  pay  creditors. 
Massachusetts  law,  howev¬ 
er,  provides  homeowners 
protection  from  future  law 
suits  in  the  form  of  a 
Declaration  of  Homestead. 
Here's  how  it  works: 

Any  homeowner, 
regardless  of  marital  status 
or  presence  of  children,  is 
allowed  to  file  a 
Declaration  of  Homestead 
at  their  appropriate 
Registry  of  Deeds  to  pro¬ 
tect  their  primary  resi- 
-  dence.  A  Declaration  of 
Homestead  cannot  be  filed 
to  protect  a  second  home, 
vacation  home  or  invest¬ 
ment  property. 

Once  filed,  the  home¬ 
owner's  residence  is  pro¬ 
tected  against  attachment, 
levy  or  execution,  or  sale 
to  satisfy  debts  up  to 
$500,000.00  of  equity  per 
residence  per  family.  For 
example,  if  your  home  is 


worth  $500,000.00  and  you 
have  a  mortgage  of 
$300,000.00,  then  by  filing 
a  Declaration  of 
Homestead,  your 
$200,000.00  of  equity  is 
protected  from  future 
unsecured  creditors.  Only 
one  homeowner  per  family 
needs  to  file  a  Declaration 
of  Homestead  to  protect 
their  residence  and  in  gen¬ 
eral,  one  filing  is  effective 
as  long  as  you  own  your 
home. 

If  either  the  homeown¬ 
er  or  his/her  spouse  is 
over  62  years  of  age  or  is 
disabled,  regardless  of  age, 
then  the  residence  is  pro¬ 
tected  up  to  $500,000.00  of 
equity  per  person.  For 
example,  if  both  home- 
owners  are  over  62,  then 
their  residence  is  protected 
against  attachment,  levy  or 
execution,  or  sale  to  satisfy 
debts  up  to  $1,000,000.00 
of  equity.  For  purposes  of 
the  Homestead  law,  a  per¬ 
son  is  considered  "dis¬ 
abled"  if  he  is  unable  to 
engage  in  any  gainful 
activity  due  to  a  physical 
or  mental  impairment.  If  a 
homeowner  is  claiming  a 
disability,  the  Homestead 
filing  must  be  accompa¬ 
nied  by  a  letter  signed  by  a 
licensed  physician  regis¬ 
tered  with  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of 
Registration  in  Medicine, 
certifying  that  the  home- 


owner  meets  the  disability 
requirements  of  supple¬ 
mental  social  security. 
Although  a  single 
Homestead  filing  effective¬ 
ly  protects  your  residence, 
once  a  homeowner  or 
spouse  reaches  the  age  of 
62  or  becomes  disabled,  it 
is  advised  that  the  person 
over  62  or  the  disabled 
person  file  a  separate 
Declaration  of  Homestead 
in  order  to  enjoy  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  this  extra  protection. 

A  Declaration  of 
Homestead  does  not  pro¬ 
tect  you  from  all  claims. 
The  following  claims  are 
exempt  from  the 
Homestead  Law: 

>  federal,  state  and  local 
taxes,  assessments,  claims 
and  liens; 

>  first  and  second  mort¬ 
gages; 

>  an  execution  issued 
from  the  Probate  Court  to 
enforce  its  judgment  that  a 
spouse  pay  for  the  support 
of  a  spouse  or  minor  chil¬ 
dren; 

>  upon  an  execution 
issued  from  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  to 
enforce  its  judgment  based 
upon  fraud,  mistake, 
duress,  undue  influence  or 
lack  of  capacity. 

Because  of  the  relative 
ease  and  low  cost  of  filing 


a  Declaration  of 
Homestead,  every  home- 
owner  should  take  the 
time  to  add  this  extra  pro¬ 
tection  for  their  homes.

The  Basics  of  Hepatitis  B

Hepatitis  B  is  caused  by 
the  hepatitis  B  virus  and  is 
the  most  common  serious 
liver  disease  in  the  world. 
There  are  anywhere  from 
ten  to  thirty  million  new 
cases  of  hepatitis  B  every 
year  throughout  the  world. 
Four  hundred  million  peo¬ 
ple  are  already  chronically 
infected  with  the  disease. 

The  virus  that  causes 
hepatitis  B  can  only  be 
transmitted  with  direct 
fluid  contact  with  an 
infected  individual.  The 


most  common  ways  of 
transmission  are  unpro¬ 
tected  sex,  sharing  of  nee¬ 
dles,  and  passing  of  virus 
from  an  infected  mother  to 
her  child  during  birth.  In 
fact,  hepatitis  B  is  100 
times  more  easily  spread 
than  the  HIV  virus. 
Hepatitis  primarily  affects 
the  liver,  causing  it  to 
become  swollen  and  ten¬ 
der.  With  serious  infec¬ 
tions,  infected  individuals 
can  develop  cirrhosis,  or 
scarring,  of  the  liver  and 
even  liver  cancer.  Other 
signs  and  symptoms 
include:  jaundice,  fatigue, 


abdominal  pain,  loss  of 
appetite,  nausea,  and  vom¬ 
iting. 

Most  adults  who 
become  infected  with 
hepatitis  B  will  only  devel¬ 
op  an  acute  infection, 
which  is  capable  of  disap¬ 
pearing  within  2-3  weeks 
of  the  infection.  The 
symptoms  are  mild,  if  any, 
and  the  body  will  develop 
antibodies  that  give  immu¬ 
nity  to  further  infections. 
However,  5-10  %  of  adults 
and  50%  of  young  children 
will  develop  chronic 
hepatitis  B  infections  with 
consequences  much  more 


severe  in  nature.  Many 
individuals  with  chronic 
hepatitis  B  will  harbor  the 
virus  for  the  rest  of  their 
lives.  In  addition,  serious 
liver  conditions  are  very 
common. 

At  risk  individuals  of 
hepatitis  B  infection  are  IV 
drug  users  and  those  that 
are  sexually  active  with 
several  partners.  Also, 
there  is  a  high  prevalence 
of  hepatitis  B  in  East  Asia 
and  Africa.  Individuals 
from  these  areas  should  be 
screened  immediately. 
Although  hepatitis  B  is  a 
very  infectious  disease
